A NEW PLAN TO REDUCE THE SURPLUS. 

Mr. Henderson, of North Carolina, intro- 
duced a bill this morning to divide the sur- 
plus money in the treasury between the state:

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Report of the Senate Select Committee—The 
Programme. 

Wasninaton, February 6.—In the senate, 
among petitions and memorials presented and 
referred, were several from all parts of the 
country in favor of prohibition in the district 
of Columbia; also, for a constitutional amend- 
ment jprohiviting the manufacture, sale or 
transportation of alcoholic liquors; for.an in- 
ternational copyright law; for the issue’ of 
fractional currency supplemental to silver 
coins aud for use in the mails, and against 
legislation adyerse to sending. reprints of 
novels through the mails at second-class rates. 

Mr. Hoary, from the select committee on the 
celebration of the centennial of the constitu- 
tion, reported a joint resolution providing (“in 
addition to such other celebration as may 
hereafier be provided for’’) that the houses of 
congress shall meet inthe hallof the house of 
representatives; that the chief justice of the 
United States shall deliver an oration, and 
that the president of the United States, jus- 
tices of the supreme court, members of the 
cabinet, executives of the several states and 
territories, and such other persons as may 
hereafter be determined upon, shall be in- 
vited to attend. 

After a long discussion the resolution was 
amended by striking out the introductory sen- 
tence (as quoted), and was then adopted. 


In the. course of debate, Mr. Riddle- 
berger again endeavored to discuss 
the British extradition treatv, and had a 


sharp passage with Mr. Sherman, whom he 
addressed personally, and was railed out of or- 
der by the chairman pro tem (Ingalls) in a 
somewhat sharper and more direct fashion 
than usual, 

Mr. Hoar, from the judiciary committee, re- 
ported back the bill to provide for inquests un- 
der national authority, which was placed on 
the calendar—a minority report to be submit- 
ted hereafter. 

Mr. Sawyer called up and the senate passed 
the bill to amend the postal laws so that news- 
papers now sent free of postage to persons re- 
siding within the county of publication, may 
be seut to persons living in other counties when 
they receive them at post-offices within the 
county of publication. 

The Blair educational bill was laid before 
the senate, but was laid aside temporarily, and 
Mr. Platt took the floor for a speech upon the 
resident's message. He argued that the pres- 
ident is afree trader, and: he, acknowledged 
himself to be a protectionist, and from this

Confession of One of the Guilty Parties—

NASHVILLR. February 6.—-[Special.]—In- 
tense excitement and great indignation exists 
at Fayetteville, Tenn., overa réniarkable’ se- 
ries of owlrages there culnirating in an un- 
heard-of piece of ghoulish work, follewed by 
the arrest of the offender. Within the past 
two weeks a numberof barns have been burned 
in the county, and there kas been general 
| watchfutness for the incendiary. Horses have 
been stolen and smoke-houses robbed, but the 
greatest indignation was excited by the act of 
| last Friday night, when some gang of seoun- 
drels went to Unity church graveyard and up- 
turved and threw down nearly every monument 
it containdd. Some of thea} were dragged to 
other .parts of the churchyard, and many 
broken. A reward was at onge-offered for the 
villains and the detectives went towork. As 
a result of their investigation John Wright, a 
resident of that neighborhood, has been ar- 
rested and jailed, after confessing to all the 
deeds in court. When arrested he was 
mounted on a stolen horse and hada quantity 
of meat he had stolen frou: his father’s.smoke- 
house, afier breaking intoit. As soon as told 
why he was wanted he acknowledged every- 
thing, and later madé a full confession in 
court. It is believed several others are impli- 
cated, and officers are hunting them down.

No entry of filing ap- 
pears upon the interrogatories, nor 
does it appear that notice of the filing was ever 
given to the adverse party, as required by the 
statute relating to discovery at law. Nor were 
the interrogatories addressed to the plaintiff; 
nor were the names of any persons inserted in 
them ; nor does it appear that the names of 
any witnesses were set out in the commission, 
if there was one. Code, §3812. 

(a) Where discovery at law was sought 
against a plaintiff corporation, it was not sutti- 
clent-to exhibit interrogatories to “ : 
president, and —-——, cashier, of the plaintiff, 
whose names a¥e to the defendants unknown, 
and who are material witnessés for the de- 
fendants.’’ It would be easy, in the exercise 
of ordinary diligence, to discover the names of 
the president and cashier of a bank located in 
Pennsylvania, though the action was proeceed- 
ing in Georgia. 

(b) The statute im respect to discovery does 
not seem adapted to obtaining adiscovery from 
a corporation; itis only from some plaintiff 
who ean testify, and who, if residing in the 
county, could be subpeenaed as a witness. 
Code, §3811. 

(c) It does not_appear that the plaintill ever 
had anything to do with the execution of these 
interrogatories or waived any of the points of 
objection mentioned above, or that it assumed 
the burden of having the interrogatories éx¢- 
cuted. If the defendants examiped either of 
these officers of the bank without complying 
with the statute in reference to giving notice 
that they had filed their interrogatories, @tc., 
the burden would be on ‘them to have such in- 
terrogatories correctly executed; and when 
they took exception to the sufficiency of the 
execution, they should have given nétice of it 
to the opposite party. Code, $o802.

McGovern vs..Columbus Manufacturing Com- 
pany.

mént, and the evidence showed that they were 
in faet delivéred f the point of destination 
within a reasonable time, Pit the consignee re- 
fused to receive them on thé ground that they 
were damaged by not being properly loaded, 
and that they had become brnised and a part 
of them were rotten, tt w4s error to charge 
that if the defeQdant did not put the melons 
in geod, safe cars, and they had to be trans- 
ferred from the cars jp which they were loaded, 
whereby damage a¢crued, the jury shoutd 
find for the plaintiff the amount of such dam- 
age. Thisc ag <> changed the issue made by 
the plaintiff in his declaration. 

2. While a commongarrier cannot limit his 
liability by any notice given or in any receipts 
given, yet where a special contract was made 
and signed between a railroad ee and a 
cousignor for a shipment of watermelons, in 
which it was stipulated that the liability of 
each company over whose lines shipments 
should be made should céase as a common car- 
rier at the station where delivered to the next 
carrier or to the consignee, sughra contract was 
binding; and where the evidence showed that 
the melons were delivered by the first railroad 
to the next road in the connecting line in good 
condition and were transferred by another 
railroad in the connecting line from the cars in 
which they were shipped to other cars and 
were tendered to the consignee in a bruised 
and damaged coudition, the first road in the 
line was not liable thérefor; especially where 
one of the stipulations of the contract was 
that the railroad company should not be liable 
for ‘‘losses occurrin Frons the perishable na- 
_ or inherent defects of the property ship- 
ped.” 

3. Where suit was brought against a rail- 
road company for failure to carry and deliver 
a can-toad of watermelons according to its 
contract, it woyld have been admissible, under 
proper pleadings, to have shown that another 
person sued the plaintiff for the same melons; 
that the plaintiff proposed to the attorney of 
of the railroad that if the latter would give 
him all the papers in connection with thig 
shipment, toenable him to defend the suit 
against himself, he would withdraw the suit 
against the railroad as to these melons; that 
the plaintiff defended the svit against 
him on the ground that he had not received the 
melons, but the agent of the person shing him 
had ordered thei shipped to a different 
market; that such defensé was succéssful ; and 
that the present plaintiff paid the costs and the 
other party stopped the suit.

A Question of Street Paving. 

The city of Memphis is studying the ques- 
tion of street paving, andthe Avalanche 
suggests that it profit by the example of 
Atlanta, whose streets are paved probably 
better and at less expense than any other 
city in the south. THe CONSTITUTION re- 
cently published a full account of Atlanta's 
system of paving, and illustrated it witha 
diagram of the paved streets and character 
of the work. The Avalanche of Sunday 
has a similar article on the strect paving of 
Memphis and similarly illustrates it. In an 
interview with City Engineer Meriwether, 
the Avalanche brings out several unportant 
points concerning the street paving system 
of Memphis; and likewise develops the 
fact that Memphis is far behind Atlanta in 
the work. 

That city has gpent $100,000 annually on 
its streets since 1879; and, in all, has put 
in its street improvements nearly a million 
Aollars since that time. It has nearly eight 
miles of block stone, and nearly three miles 
of rubble ‘stone laid, the former costing 
€4.04 per square yard, while the same in 
Atlanta averages about $1.50. Mr. Meri- 
wether explains this by saying that ‘‘Mem- 
phis has to transport her granite at consid- 
able cost, while Atlanta has it right at her 
gates; and besides,’’ he continues, ‘‘they 
use inferior granite.’’ Mr. Meriwether’s 
first reason is a very good one, for it is easy 
to see why transportation from long dis- 
tances should make stone cost more in 
Memphis than in Atlanta, but his latter 
reason is enough to make one smile who 
knows anything about the matter. 

The fact is, the stone which is used in 
paving the streets of the city of Atlanta is 
the best quality of granite that can be found 
anywhere forthe purpose. This has been 
thoroughly established by its use here, and 
further, by the fact, that aftera full investi- 
gation of the merits of all other granite, the 
city of Cincinnati sends to Atlanta to obtain 
the stone with which to pave its streets, 
Several western cities are now being paved 
with Stone Mountain granite, which has 
not a superior for street paving purposes. 

The trouble about Memphis is—we judge 
from the article referred to in the Ava- 
Janche—that the work which it has done is 
being allowed to go to wreck and ruin, 
instead of being kept up as it should be. 
Indeed, the Avalanche says editorially that 
*‘there are few blocks which are in good 
condition; and if the system we already 
have is to be preserved an amount equal 
to the first cost must be expended.’’ From 
this it appears that Mr. Meriwether’s state- 
ment, that the Atlanta granite is an inferior 
article, is not well founded. We have 
streets in Atlanta which were Belgian- 
blocked seven years ago, which are in as 
good condition today as they were when 
they were first paved. Indeed, the city re- 
quires that its paved streets shall always be 
kept in good order, and as soon as a flaw is 
discovered it is at once remedied. Thus, at 
a merely nominal] cost and occasional patch- 
ing, our streets are always kept free from 
defects, which if not at once attended to, 
would soon be extended to the whole street. 

We are glad to see that the Avalanche 
has taken the question in hand, and hope 
that it will be successful in its efforts to se- 
eure a good system of paving for Memphis. 
It was a great mistake that that city made 
when it allowed its paved streets to get in the 
condition in which they noware. Poor pav- 
ing is almost as bad as no paving at all, and 
it is almost as costly to remedy the evil as it 
is to do the work completely over. Atlanta 
never made a better investment than that 
which she put into her streets. The work 
is continuously going on, and should not 
stop until every street in Ac city is paved. 
Of course there are streets in the city which 
cannot now be improved, because the neces- 
sary number of property owners cannot be 
induced to petition for it; but there are 
enough streets ready to petition to keep the 
work going at the rate of several miles per 
year, and asthe advantages are becoming 
more apparent, property owners who were 
at first unwilling to sign the request for 
paving, are being convinced that it is best 
that they should do so. 

Atlanta’s system of paved streets is an or- 
mament to the city, and the work is one in 
which every citizen should take a pride.

The Financial Chronicle gives a resume of 
the cotton movement for the past week. 
For the week ending February 3, the total 
receipts have reached 98,668 bales, against 
90,130 bales last week, 105,403 bales the 
previous week and 145,741 bales three 
weeks since, making the total receipts since 
the Ist of September, 1887, 4,583,627 bales, 
against 4,486,382 bales for the same period 
of 1886-7, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1887, of 97,245 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
102,385 bales, of which 78,767 were to Great 
Britain, 1,007 to France and 22,611 to the 
rest of the continent. 

The imports into continental porte have 
been 50,000 bales. 

These figures indicate a decrease in the 
cotton in sight of 303,542 bales as compared 
with the'same date of 1887, a decrease of 
59,656 bales as eompared with the corre- 
s,onding date of 1886 and a decr ease of 11,- 
420 bales as compared with 1885, 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 10,672 bales and are 41,417 
bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 10,978 bales less than the same week 
last year, and since September 1 the re- 
ceipts at all the towns are 105,117 bales 
more than for the same time in 1886-7, 
The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 4,939,353 bales; 
in 1886-7 were 4,774,934 bales: in 1885-6 
were 4,685,827 bales. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 468,900 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 1,207 bales, including 10 for 
export, 807 for consumption, 390 for specu- 
lation. 

The increase in amount in sight tonight, 
as compared with last year, is 439,622 bales, 
the increase as compared vith 1885-6 is 559,- 
700 bales, and the increase over 1884-5 is 
913,936 bales. The weather reports of the 
Chronicle from the south indicate that the 
weather has been more favorable during 
the week, and that marketing has made 
good progress. 

There was a large movement in staple 
cotton goods during January, and prices 
continued to advance, leading makes of 
brown and bleached goods having been 
marked up from jc. to je. without checking 
the demand. The export demand was more 
active, and liberal orders for future delivery 
were placed in this connection. Stocks of 
plain and colored, cottons are exceedingly 
light, many makes being under the control 
of omlers for months to come. Print cloths 
were active and the market closed streng at 
an advance of 38 points upon opening quo- 
tations. 

The speculation in cotton for future de- 
livery at New York opened depressed on 
Saturday, in sympathy with dull foreign ad- 
vices and some expectation that better 
weather at the south would lead toa freer 
movement of the crop. Disquieting politi- 
cal news from the continent was also an ele- 
ment of weakness. Monday was buoyant 
on a renewal of speculative manipulation, 
in which the summer months shared more 
freely, as they had been relatively cheaper 
than the spring months. A decline on Tues- 
day was caused by an increase in receipts at 
New Orleans, which induced many of the 
ball party to unload. A decline at Liver- 
pool on Wednesday made a dull opening, 
with the early months lower, but on the re- 
newal of speculation there was a quick rally, 
followed again by a turn downward under 
pretty full receipts at the ports. Friday 
Liverpoo! further declined, and prices yield- 
eda few points after a stronger opening. 
The fuller crop movement, and some rumors 


-regarding the forthcoming statistics of the 


overland movement caused many bulls to 
lose confidence.

‘Tt will start at the artesian well and termi- 
nate on the Decatur’road, two miles distant. 
[t will connect, however, with various other 
roads leading into Atlanta. It will be as 
Straight as amarrow from the artesian well to 
the bridge over the Richmond and Danville 
raiiroad, amile-and a half, while every foot of 
the intervening distance will be visible at a 
glance. The irregular and crooked streets of 
Ailanta are always couimeited on by visitors. 
This street_will be an exception atid will at- 
tract many additions toour population. Be- 
sides all this, it is needed very much.”’ 

“Mr. Hurt, who are the parties making these 
donations ?” 

*They are, vit one ow two exceptiens, all 
citizens and taxpayers of Atlanta. The largest 
amount has been donated by the Fast Atlanta 
Land company, but there are many donations | 
by other-parties, many of whem are people in | 
moderate. circumstanees, who reside on the | 


| street and are anxious to be relieved of the | 


mud and inconveniences to which they are 
subjected. The East Atlanta Land company, 
as ‘you know, is composed almost entirely of 
Atlanta citizens. Three-fourths of its proper- 
ty is within the city.”’ 

‘Is there not an impression that the open- 
ing of this street is a move to benefit property 
owners outside the city ?”’ 

“There may be stich an impression, but 
there could be no greater misapprehension. As 
before stated, the ea ee are almost entirely 
from people residing in Atlanta, and who own 
but little property outside. This partial list 
shows these petitioners pay annually to the 
city, in taxes, over $35.000. But suppose the 
opening of this avenue should benefit some one, | 
ora dozen‘men beyond the city. ‘Of course | 
our city governinent will be glad of the oppor- 
tunity to confer this benefit, if, in doing so, it | 
brings a greater benefit to its own taxpayers | 
and supporters.”’ 

“Mr. Hurt, what aré the prospects that this | 
work will be done’?’’ 

‘I cannot tell. It has not been fully consid- | 
ered by all the inembers of council yet. It is 
a fact. though; that every member who has | 
been over the street and has given the matter | 
a full investigation has expressed a favorable 
opinion. _1f sach a mevement were inaugura- | 
ted in Birmingham or Chattanooga it would go 
through without delay. The present members | 
of council were elected on a platform pledged | 
to harmony and building up the city. They can 
but see the city’s interest in doing this work. 


| Besides, there are hundreds of laborers and 
mechanics who are now in need of the work 
that will be offered should this street be opened 
this year. On account of the delay, the East 
Atlanta Land company aloue has suspended 
one hundred hands. Besides the work that 
would be farnished then, again, this company 
has its pian to build ten or a dozen dwellings 
te cost $5,000 each. There are man 
other arties who contemplate build- 
ing when the street car line is 
built: The increased taxes to accrue to 
the city in the first six years on property abut- 
—_ on the street will repay the city its entire 
, outiay in opening the street. In fact we are 
willing to accept the increased taxation for the 
first seven years and pay the entire cost. Asa 
business proposition, therefore, it must com- 
mend itself. 

‘I thank you for the opportunity to explain 
this matter fully. I believe it will be seen 
that the citizens asking for this improvement 
have evinced a liberality never before equaled 
in Atlanta in the opening of‘a highway.
